Slie has 
eslablisJied a school for the teaeh- 
iiiK of dcHf-mules. The seat of Ihis 
nni([ue institution is at <.!hefoo, tlu^ 
town from which Admiral Kcmi)(T 
has been s(MidinK his war dispalchcs 
to the office at Wasliinpton for some 
lime. 

Mrs. Mills is the widow of Charles 
II. Mills, M.J)., whose home was in 
ChioaKO. Dr. Mills <lied anout 
four years ago, in Ohina, after 
.sptuidinK nearly half a century in 
tryiiifr lo civilize the natives. 

Since her husband's death, Mrs. 
Mills has remained lo carry ou the 
work of teaching deaf-mutes. Iler 
school at Chofoo is the only one of 
the kind in all ('hiiia, where it is 
estimated that theie are no less 



sad casein hisown family. Thiouirh 
scarlel fevei, one of his own sons 
became a deaf-mute, and when it 
was Mjipanwil Ihiil the child wjis 
gradually losinj; the power of speech 
he was helpless lo do anylhinii, 
IhrouKh lack of the proper medical 
assistance. When, after some 
months, the awful truth dawned 
up<m Dr. and Mrs Mills that Iheir 
child was (piile deaf, the parents 
sent lo the United St'itcs for all in 
formntion tluit might aid them in 
relieviiifj the aflli<-tion. 

It was in this way thai th<^ doctor 
!>ecame ac(iuainted with the Udl 
method erf oral spee<fii for the dc^af 
and dumb, as well as the manual 
signs. Willi sympathies enlisted 
in this close way, il was but natural 
that, dui'ing a visit lo his American 
home, after I he death of his first 
wife, he should have been attract- 
ed lo Miss Thompson, Ihen re- 
cognized lis an unusually brilliant 
as well as a rcmarkablj^ successful 
inslructor of deaf-mutes. doing 
immediately to China after her 



Until Mrs. Mills opened this 
school the deaf-mntes were treated 
with the utmost cont ^mpt by their 
families. Their afflidiou seemed 
lob(>an object foi shame rather than 
sympathy. Passing thiough the 
streets of the dislant towns, Mrs 
Mills's heart was torn lo see these 
sj)i>echless ones sitting cross-legged 
ill the public highways, whence 
they were driven to beg by their 
relatives. The pitifully -abject 
humilily of these men and women 
boys and girls, who rang a big gong 
as she approa<'hod and knocked 
their Iic.hIs on the stces of the 
road, pleading for alms, made her 
indignant. She took two or three 
of tliese poor lieggars into hei own 
home, and her efforis were crowned 
v\illi siicli success that her lame was 
spread broadcast. She has taught 
many Chinese mothers and fathers 
that care and not cruelty should be 
u-ed in the trejitmeiit of these poor 
unfortunates. Resides teaching the 
children lo employ the organs el 
speech, Mrs Mills lias lnvente<l )i 
Chinese deaf and dumb alphabel, 
by means cf which she coni- 
muiiicatcs with her pupils on he. 
lingers. Thi*. alphabet «as con- 
structed only after the most arduoiu 
labor and painstaking can' by Mr.s 
Mills, ard only in de.-ifaiid dumb 
institnlioiis wheic the Knglish Ian 
guage is taught isthere anyiliing lo 
be compared wiih it. 

China nev-'r knew its likes, and 
even t'le most sanguine doiif and 
dumb educators in more highly civi- 
lized countries precdicdi'd that il 
musi be a failure. Hut Mrs. Mills 
persisted in her work, and was 
successful at the end. She has 
edncaled a ualive Chinese, and he 
is h(M' chief assi.sant. 

The children live in the school 
with her, and she keeps them there 
for montlisatatime. The gratitude 
of tli(> children and their parents 
finds expression in the most ex- 
treme acts of devotion, and Mis. 
Mills feels more than repaid for the 
years of self-sacrifice, wliich she has 
nndeigone and is still undergoing 
in lhe8|tlendid work she is accom- 
plishing. 

The iMiildlnus used for the school 
are all built of t-hinese liriek, which 
is not red, but an ashy gray. The 
lower slory of the main house is oc- 
cupied by the sclmol rooms, and the 
upper part by Airs. Mills and her 
sons. There are dormitoiics for 
for tlie childien in the single-storied 
wing, and Ihe whole place is shut 
in by a wall.

I had l>cen a 
rc-i<!ciii about a we.'k. .As 
I was passing down our prin- 
eip.il slieel, 1 noticed a 
h<ir>''man iii a \ery jieciiliar 
garb riding slowly along as 
if he wei'c looking for some 
one. Noticing un-, ho drew 
the reins of his hoi-se and 
said : 

" ' Young man, is there a 
hall or room of any kind in 
this place large enough to 
hold a meeting in ? I am a Mellio- 
disl itinerant and would like to 
adtl this town Ui my circuit. I 
lesire lo hold a service lo-night.' 
" I was so an)a7.e<l that for a mo- 
ment I was silent as I looked closely 
at the stranger. He was a tall, 
poweiful-looking man. He ha<l a 
clear, resolute eye, a lip and chin 
that revealed a determination no- 
thing could balk.

The par- 
son's goin' to hev a chance to show 
his hand. I'm goin' to be the 
ilcacon of this pi-otracied meetin'. 
If anybody tries any funny business 
wilh Ihe paison he'll hev lo settle 
with the deuson. See'? When the 
parson wants somebo<ly to comefor- 
and get cim verted, I'll make 
one of my bartenders go, and you 
can stand around and see the show. 
Now, parson, fire away. If you've 
got any gospel that'll reach this 
crowd, it'll hev to be like Uiy 
whiskey, hot and strong.' 

''The preacher sprang upon a 
table and began to sing a Gospel 
song. His voice was full and 
powerful and the air was a popular 
warbalbui. The chorus was simple 
and all were urged to join in sing- 
ing it. In less than five minutes 
half the cmwd were singing as lusti- 
ly a« class-leaders and pounding 
lim«' with th> ir fists upon the card 
tables. After the hymn was sung, 
a short prayer was offered and the 
sermon began. It was a plain, fer- 
vent, manly talk, straight from an 
earnest heart. The pn-aeher's face 
was sympathetic, his voice was 
tender at times and then it rose in a 
ringing tone like the blast of a 
trumpet. The words were simple, 
bold and true. He plainly told 
them of Ihe danger of sin, the 
certainty of penalty for the sinner, 
and ended wilh an e.xhortalion lo 
regaiii the innocence and purity of 
their childh(M)d days. He was in 
the midst of a pathetic picture of 
the far-away home, where love<l 
ones were thinking, weeping and 
praying for ihe wicked wKiKleier, 
and the ero\»d was lian.uing in 
breathless silence upon his words.

" An old man with the face ot a 
demon and the form of a uaint was 
playing cards wilh a young lad with 
long curly hair and Ihe sweet in- 
nocent faced of a girl. The gaint 
was calle<i " Slippery Diek." He 
vxas Ihe lerror of Ihe town. He was 
such a consunun.ite trickster with 
eaids thai every game was <le- 
liberate mbbers upon his p,rt. 
The lad was calletl ' The Baby,' be- 
cause tif his i-nrls When the two 
sat down to play, ev«'ry one in the 
sal<M>n had said to his neighbor :

INFORMATION DESIRED. 

Information is desired by 
the undersigned from any per- 
.son who knew Michakl John 
.Smith, a former resident of 
Johnstown, Penn. He was a 
deaf-mute, born at Johnstown, 
Penn., September 12th, 1854. 
His parents were Andrew and 
Mary (Marron) Smith. He 
attended the Pennsylvania In- 
stitution for the Deaf and 
Dumb from October ist, 1866, 
to June 26th, 1872. Some 
time afterwards, he went west 
and h'ttle was known as to his 
whereabouts except that it 
was reported that he went into 
the newspaper business. It is 
said that he lived for a while 
in St. Louis, and India, 111. 
On December 17, 1896, in 
Denver, Col., one M, J. Smith 
died : he was a deaf-mute. It 
is the purpose of this notice lo 
obtain infonnation that will 
identify the deceased as the 
original Michael John Smith 
above mentioned. The Smith 
who died at Denver was at 
different times a worker in the 
steel mills and smelters of the 
west, but was devoted to jour- 
nalism. He was under the 
nom-dc-plume of "Solid Mul- 
doon," the Denver correspon- 
dent of the New York Deak- 
MuTE.s' Journal: in 1887 he 
founded and edited the Merry 
World, a paper published in 
Pueblo, Col. Was also on the 
East Denver Echo, and other 
Colorado papers while he lived 
at Denver and Pueblo.
